Chapter 1: Takamiya and the Fire Witch 

• Honoka Takamiya 

Why is his first name Honoka (a girly-sounding name)? 

A long time ago, I submitted a story to Kodansha’s Four Seasons Award that 
received an Honorable Mention. It, too, was titled “Witchcraft Works,” and 
both Takamiya and Kagari appeared in it, but Takamiya didn’t have a first 
name. 

Later, I drew thumbnails for a story about young witches, and its female 
protagonist was named Honoka. When I was approached to do something in 
good! Afternoon magazine, I decided to combine both of these stories and make 
Takamiya a girl. Thus, Honoka Takamiya was bom, and the story would be a 
yuri manga starring Honoka and Kagari. 

We ultimately ended up switching Honoka back to being male. The name 
stuck, though. 

• Ayaka Kagari 

In the Four Seasons Award version of Witchcraft Works, she was just named 
Ayaka, with no last name, and it stuck. When I was about to draw the final 
thumbnails for this story, my editor told me that she had to have a last name, I 
went with a play on the Japanese character for “Bonfire.” 

★ Until nearly the final draft, the story was going to open with the scene of a 
family gathering. It was taken out, though, and you can see some remnants of 
that next to Honoka in the color page where he’s going to school. 

★ There are different levels to Kagari’s flames. The easiest way to tell, to 

choose one example, is the sign indicating level 3. 

From level 4 and up, Kagari herself begins to bum. 



Chapter 2: Takamiya and the Furry-eared Witches 

★ Tanpopo Kuraishi 

Initially, I had decided that she would be named Tanpopo Crisis, but it’s not like 
she’s a foreigner, so I changed her last name to Kuraishi. 

Class Mammalia, family Oculus et Auris Felidae. 

A popular species of existing furry-ear; their lifestyles are essentially the same 
as a human’s. However, they do go into heat, which can be a bit tough for them. 

★ The Furry-ears are constantly watching Takamiya for an opening to attack. 

★ There was a scene where she explains how illusion magic works, but it was 
removed because it took several pages. Instead, I just explained it as, “well, it’s 
illusory magic.” 

The illusion magic here activates the moment the target (Takamiya, in this case) 
sees the letters on the stuffed animal. If he even has the slightest doubt that 
“maybe a school building will fall out of the sky toward me,” that doubt swells 
in his mind until it becomes a realistic illusion. 

Here, part of the school building that falls from the sky has to be something 
believable by the target. If it created some sort of contradiction, then it would 
disappear, or the magic wouldn’t work in the first place. (For example, if there 
was no school building in the area, or if Takamiya was already inside the build¬ 
ing.) 

Some individuals have a latent resistance to illusory magic, while many others 
who have learned the basics of magic are immune to it. Therefore, this plan was 
carried out in order to see how dangerous Takamiya is. As the illusion in the 
scene where the school building is falling on Takamiya has been cast on him, 
Kagari can’t see it. 

★ From Chapter 2 on, names of major finishing spells (such as “Million 
Clover” in Chapter 1) disappeared because of a conversation I had where 
we decided, “If we do it, we should either put the characters in a big font on 
each comer of the panel or not do it at all.” The magic used in Chapter 2 is 
“Vermillion Clover”. 


Chapter 3: Takamiya and the Ivory Quintet 

• That girl again when Honoka goes to school. 

• You can see here that Tanpopo’s rabbits are made from paper. She’s an anima¬ 
tor who controls the “Order of the White Rabbits.” 

• Twintails 

She carries around a huge spellbook filled with monsters, the “Black Vise.” 
When my editor saw her striped panties, the only reaction was, “I didn’t want 
or need to see that.” 

• Eyepatch 

The black slime she controls can bend space, connecting and separating loca¬ 
tions. She doesn’t teleport, though, so she’s not really a fast mover. The thing 
on her shoulders is a baby Coast Fenrir, a kind of wolf. Because it’s a baby, it 
can’t walk on its own. 

When an angel falls, they lose their white wings and grow black ones. Three 
kinds of mythical beasts are born from those lost white wings, and the Coast 
Fenrir is the third of those. They are called “embodiments of the goodness of 
angels.” However, they have an unfortunate fate. Because they are also proof 
that a fallen angel has been bom, they are killed as symbols of bad luck. 

• Flat girl 

She carries a reaper’s scythe, wears a skull necklace, and is followed by mov¬ 
ing dinosaur bones. She is a “Bonemancer,” a subtype of necromancer who 
specializes in bones. 

• Forehead 

An athletic witch who uses an enchanted Kotetsu sword. 

• The scene where Kagari talks about “setting that perm on fire” connects to 
chapter 1, and lets you catch a glimpse of Kagari’s girlishness. 

• Chronoire Schwarz VI 

A Tower Witch followed around by a suited crocodile. As she indicates when 
she says she’s known Kazane since the Cmsades, one can infer that they’re 
both over 700 years old. The author of this manga loves neckties, so, like most 
characters, she wears one. 


Chapter 4: Takamiya and the Witches’ Intentions 


• Workshop Witches 

More properly known as the Witches of the Ultima Shuria Workshop. 

They are headquartered in Ultima Shuri, the “End of the World.” 

They wear black costumes because they once were mainly active at night. 

When people talk about “witches” in general, they’re talking about Workshop 
Witches. As Kagari begins to bum, her clothes go from black to white. 

• Tower Witches 

More properly known as the Witches of the Ivory Tower. 

Tower Witches wear white clothing in order to symbolize the color of ivory. 

• Little Sister 

Her older brother leaves the house after getting a call from a girl, so she decides 
to track him. Carries around a stuffed teddy bear named MacaRon. 

• Touko 

An ice-using Workshop Witch. 

• Lost girl 

I had decided to name her PiOachu, but that was cut because it would 
probably cause too much trouble. 

• Star Squad 

A three-witch team from the Tower. They probably won’t show up again. 

• Kazane Kagari 

The chairwoman of Tougetsu Academy. Also the head of the Tougetsu city 
Workshop and Kagari’s mom. 

• Furry-ears at Karaoke
